Speeches Listened to by the Hon we 
In M onths—Ohio Statesm an De­ 
clined to M ake Extended Reply. 


W ashington, Jan. 21.—The time of the 
house yesterday was largely consumed in 
considering the claim of Cramp & Son,

He convulsed th** Democrats with 
laughter at the expense of th** vete an 
Obi* sin and rejxviDtily drew from them 
rounds *rf applause.

Q ram nkv a- the srenrity of Iii •en v and 
the defend*'r of the honor of his coun­ 
try. 
Hi* did not wi nder at the applause 
Mr. Grosvenor’** spoecti 
had evoked 
from his colleagues. 
It had I***® made 
many times and wa- entitled to recog­ 
nition on account of its antiquity. . But 
he said Mr Grosvenor had now ap­ 
peared iii a u*w role. 
He had under­ 
taken to warn the United Stales >®nat® 
of its duty and to p**rt ray the terrible 
bloodshed ami devastation which would 
follow it- failure to act in accordance 
with his Ideas.

Hip Teacher Becam e So Obnoxious 
That the Pupil* Left Him W ith 
Em pty Benches Effort to R egain 
I jam] Confiscated During the Itehel* 
lion—Bishop llftderuacher. 


Indianapolis, 
Jan. 21.—The reform 
bill on township business, introduced by 
Mr. Huff (Rep.), and embodying the 
plan of the township and county reform 
commission, created little or no discus­ 
sion in the house yesterday. 
The doorkeeper had arranged many 
seats for visitors, but the few who came 
were disappointed, and only two speeches 
were made and tho minority report was 
tabled, only six voting for its adoption. 
The majority report was then adopted. 
The most im portant feature of tho 
early session in the house was the kill­ 
ing of the bill by Mr. Barlow (Rep.), 
providing for the teaching of agriculture 
in the public schools. The bill was on 
second reading, and Mr. Roberts (Hop.) 
moved to amend it by striking out the 
enacting clause. 
He denounced the bill 
as a fad, and said that 15 years of teach­ 
ing in schools had given him a good rea­ 
son to believe that it would, if adopted, 
make the public school system a laugh­ 
ing stock. 
Mr. Carroway (Rep.) indorsed tho 
speech of Mr. Roberts, and said the 
teachers have more than enough to do 
now. 
Mr. Barlow, in defense of his bill, ex­ 
pressed himself as “ profoundly aston­ 
ished’’ at the position of these gentle­ 
men, aud suggested that agriculture was 
a better subject for the consideration of 
idle teachers and scholars tlian theatri­ 
cal news and cheap novels. 
Mr. Harrold (Dem.) went after the 
bill with an ax. 
He is the farm er who 
entered the legislature wearing a [lair of 
bib overalls, and denounced the fad as a 
“ visionary scheme of a few old male 
women,” 
He sjioke as a farmer. 
Mr. Blankenship 
(Rep.) supported 
him in this position. 
He said that the 
old bushyheaded “ hayseed,” as he is 
called, was the only practical teacher of 
the art of farming, aud a mere sm atter­ 
ing of everything in our already crowded 
schools meant a knowledge of nothing. 
Mr. Roberts’ amendment was carried 
finally, and the bill was killed by 62 ayes 
and 28 nays. 
The maj< >rity report favoring the bill 
to change R aton county from the Thir­ 
tieth to the Tw<-nty-lirst judicial circuit 
was adopted. 
The convict labor bill, by Mr. Shide- 
ler (Rep.), was brought up under special 
order yesterday afternoon, and consid­ 
erable discussion was indulged in. 
The 
minority report unfavorable to the bill 
was finally tabled aud the majority re­ 
port adopted. 
The bill prohibiting judges and legis­ 
lators to accept passes from railroads was 
reported unfavorably by the committee* 
on rights and privileges, but the house 
would not concur in the report. 
The 
report and the bill was returned to the 
committee w ith instructions to report 
favorably. 
Mr. Rich horn (Dem.) introduced a 
bill which takes away most of the dis­ 
cretionary powers of the state board of 
election commissioners. 
Little was accomplished in the sen­ 
ate’s morning session. 
The solons of 
that body devoted the longest argument 
of the morning to a broad, weighty and 
eloquent discussion of tho subject of dog 
tax. 
Senator G uthrie’s bill granting 
married women the right to become 
surety was killed.
